SPRINGFIELD 
(IP) — Thirteen 
counties of a possible 94 have de­ 
cided to use a 1953 law aimed at 
equalizing tax assessm ents on a 
county-wide basis. 
The 1953 Illinois Legislature pass­ 
ed a law permitting counties under 
150,000 population—94 according to 
1950 census figures—to appoint a 
full-time supervisor of assessm ents 
or county assessor. 
The law 
permits 
the county 
board or commission to name the 
supervisor by resolution unless 5 
per cent of the registered voters 
call for a referendum on the m at­ 
ter within 30 days. 
The Supreme Court in 1951 ruled 
a 1949 law which created the office 
of county assessm ent supervisor in 
all downstate counties was uncon­ 
stitutional, delegating invalid pow­ 
ers to the State Revenue Depart­ 
ment. 
Kankakee Names Bergan 
The plan to let counties create 
the office them selves was present­ 
ed in the 1951 and 1953 Legisla­ 
tures and approved on the second 
try. 
The latest county to appoint a 
supervisor 
of assessm ents 
was 
Kankakee, which named Daniel E. 
Bergan, 
former 
Pontiac 
Prison 
warden and city police chief. 
Nine other counties also have 
named assessm ent supervisors — 
Ford, McDonough, McLean, Craw­ 
ford, Williamson. Jackson, Kendall. 
Macoupin and Bureau. 
Knox county, according to the 
State Revenue Department, is in 
the process of making an appoint­ 
ment, and Tazewell and McHenry 
counties have adopted the plan but 
not moved to appoint the super­ 
visor. 
Revenue Department r e c o r d s 
show voters took the supervisor of 
assessm ents appointment to a ref­ 
erendum in two counties—Bureau 
county voted for it, Christian coun­ 
ty voted it down.

WASHINGTON. — Prim e Minis­ 
ter Churchill has secretly request­ 
ed the State Department not to 
publish its diplomatic correspond­ 
ence regarding the Yalta confer­ 
ence until IO years have passed. 
This will be a bad blow to Repub­ 
lican politicians who have been 
waiting tor the secret Yalta record 
to 
be 
published 
so 
they could 
charge alleged Rooseveltian 
give­ 
aways to the Kremlin. 
However, 
when Churchill’s 
re­ 
quest was relayed to John Foster 
Dulles, 
his reaction was; 
Since 
Eden and Churchill risked their po­ 
litical necks for us on the Form os­ 
an 
crisis, we ought 
to adhere to 
Winston’s wishes. 
So the Yalta papers, 
though al­ 
ready in galley-proof form, will be 
suppressed. 
Churchill based his request on 
the fear publication would harm 
Amerioan-British relations. 
GOP DISAPPOINTMENT 
This probably ends an attempt 
by COP senators to pry the Yalta 
records loose. 
Senators Knowland 
of California and Bridges of 
New 
Hampshire had continued an ap­ 
propriation of $112,000 a y ear for 
four 
years to publish 
documents 
pertaining to both Yalta and U. S.- 
Chinese 
relations. 
Teriffic 
pres­ 
sure was applied to the State De - 
partm ent last October to get publi­ 
cation before the November elec­ 
tions, and Bill Reed, Republican 
Senate secretary, even went down 
to the State Department to prod 
historian Robinson Mcllvaine — to 
no avail. 
GOP senators don’t know it yet, 
but actually the Yalta records are 
disappointing 
from 
a 
political 
point of view. They contain almost 
nothing 
about 
Alger 
Hiss, long 
suspected of selling the USA short 
at Yalta. 
They 
do 
contain 
one 
typical 
Rooseveltian wise-crack to the ef­ 
fect that “ maybe we should sell 
Long Island to Stalin." 
But 
on tile whole, 
Republican 
politicians are probably better off 
having the documents suppressed 
for IO years. 
This way they can 
talk about the Yalta “ give-aways” 
without 
any being able to dig up 
conflicting facts. 
So perhaps Win­ 
ston Churchill did the COP a good 
turn. 
* 
Note —- In 1943 the State D epart­ 
ment proposed publishing the se­ 
cret record of the Versailles peace 
conference, 
whereupon 
Churchill 
protested. 
At that time it looked 
a-' if the Allies were losing the war 
and he 
was afraid the 
Germans 
would have a published record to 
show how tough the Allies were on 
them at Versailles. The State De­ 
partment 
acceded 
to Churchill’s 


wishes in 1943, but published the 
full conference record in 1954 when 
the tide of war had shifted and the 
Allies were confident of winning. 
DULLES VS. CHIANG 
Here is the inside 
reason why 
Secretary oi State Dulles suddenly 
went to Formosa for an unsched­ 
uled conference with Generalissimo 
j Chiang Kai-Shek. 
Dulles flew to Taipei after Chi­ 
ang 
virtually 
demanded that he 
show up to discuss something he 
! said was extremely critical to the 
• free 
world. 
When 
he got there, 
Dulles found that Chiang was hop­ 
ping road because he thought F o r­ 
eign Minister Anthony Eden had 
persuaded Dulles during the Bang 
kok 
conference to 
abandon any 
; idea 
of defending 
Quemoy 
and 
: Matsu. 
Dulles assured Chiang the U. S. 
7th Fleet will help defend both isl­ 
ands against Red China—-if it looks | 
as if an invasion is the prelude to 
an 
attack 
on Formosa. 
Chiang j 
answered that he hoped this wras 
true because, if not. he would have 
to order his own forces to attack 
the 
mainland, 
even 
if it meant 
eventual suicide for him and all his 
army. 
Dulles wound up the conference 
by urging Chiang to keep calm and 
trust the United States not to de­ 
sert him. 
Note—There have been so many 
conflicting statem ents on Quemoy 
land Matsu that some people ejen 
inside the State Department don’t 
know' whether they're going to be 
defended. 
IKE’S POSSIBLE PURGES 
DDE 
is being

than FDR. but he’s quietly arrang­ 
ing for some senatorial purges too. 
Instead of going out to campaign

CHICAGO ‘CIG—Democrats suf­ 
fered a jolt in the bitter Chicago 
mayoralty race today as a bar as­ 
sociation committee ordered pro­ 
ceedings against a top candidate 
which could end in disbarment. 
A formal complaint charging mis­ 
conduct as a 
lawyer was filed 
against Benjamin M. Becker, Dem 
ocratic candidate for city clerk and 
chairman of the

Emergency Crime Committee. 
Becker had promised to bow out 
of the red-hot political race if the 
bar association ruled against him. 
He had no immediate comment to­ 
day on whether he would wait for 
urther bar association action. 
The alderman had been accused 
by a Chicago newspaper of sharing 
fees in 18 40th Ward zoning cases 
with another lawyer, Maurice L. 
Blonsley. 
At the time, he called the charg­ 
or a "muckracking, smearing and 
libelous attack” and asked the Chi­ 
ao > Bar Assn. to investigate them. 
"lf the bar association discloses 
unethical conduct on my part, I 
-hall resign as alderman and re­ 
sign as candidate for clerk of the 
city of Chicago,” he said. 
The specially appointed bar as­ 
sociation committee, in a statement 
released Monday night, announced 
it found “sufficient showing of mis­ 
conduct" to warrant proceedings 
against Becker. 
The 
recommendation 
was for­ 
warded to the association’s griev­ 
ance committee and board of man­ 
agers, which was expected to begin 
private hearings immediately. 
Its 
recommendation 
will 
be 
turned 
over to the Illinois Supreme Court, 
which could impose censure, sus­ 
pension as a lawyer or disbarment. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from Richard J. Daley, the 
Democratic candidate for mayor 
who is in a hard-fought battle with 
a fiery young Republican candi­ 
date, Robert PU Merriam. 
Daley also is county clerk and 
chairman of the party’s powerful 
Cook County organization.

Offer Measure to 
Revise Illinois 
Court System 
| 
SPRINGFIELD (LE) — The pro 
I posed state constitutional amend­ 
ment to revise the Illinois court 
system was introduced in the Leg­ 
islature today and there were im­ 
mediate si ens of opposition. 
The amendment, dratted by the 
joint committee of the Illinois and 
Chicago bar associations, is backed 
by Gov. William G. Stratton, who 
has named it his No. I goal for 
constitutional change. 
The measure would streamline 
the court system into three levels— 


I trial, appellate and supreme courts, 
lumping all present trial courts 
into a circuit court, with circuit, 
associate and magistrate judges. 
Only attorneys would be qualified 
to sit on the bench and every judge 
seeking another term would have 
to be approved by the people with­ 
out opposition, running on his rec­ 
ord. 
The amendment submitted today 
is drawn to avoid the arguments 
over selection of judges that de­ 
feated the proposal put before the 
1953 General Assembly 
The new 
plan would require a 1958 refer­ 
endum on the provision of naming 
judges through a nominating com­ 
mission in turn appointed by the 
governor.

“ Workers and self-employed men 
and .women under 65 who have 
been totally disabled for at least 
six months and who have worked 
in jobs covered by social security 
for a substantial time may bene­ 
fit from an entirely new provision 
in the Social Security Act.” E. 
Bishop Hill, manager of the Harris­ 
burg social security district office, 
said today. 
This amendment applies equally 
ct those who are now disabled and 
lo those who are now disabled and 
the future. Similarly, some retir­ 
ed workers who are now receiving 
monthly 
social 
security checks 
may be favorably affected if they 
are still disabled as the result of 
a disability which began before 
they reached 65. 
Mr. Hill explained that beginning 
Jan. I, 1955, applications for a 
"determination of disability” are 
being accepted by the Social Se­ 
curity Administration through lo­ 
cal social security district offices. 
“ This does not mean that cash 
payments based on disability are 
now possible under the social se­ 
curity program,” Mr. Hill caution­ 
ed. 
“ It does mean, however, for 
the first time, that periods of pro­ 
longed 
disability will not count 
against some wage earners or self­ 
employed persons in figuring the 
amount of their average monthly 
wage on which old-age and surviv­ 
ors insurance payments arc bas­ 
ed.” 
Mr. Hill explained that under the 
.social security law’ in effect be­ 
fore the 1954 amendments the aver­ 
age monthly wage had to be figur­ 
ed from a specified starting date 
until the worker became 65 or died. 
Those who could not work over 
a long period of time because they 
were disabled had their average 
earnings reduced by these periods 
of no earnings or of low earnings. 
In addition, the months of disabil­ 
ity also had to be counted in figur­ 
ing whether or not the individual 
had worked sufficiently long in jobs 
covered by the social .security law 
to be eligible for any old-age or 
survivors insurance benefit. 
“ Under the new law’, average 
earnings 
and eligibility 
require­ 
ments will not be affected by the 
period of disability,” Mr. Hill said. 
"In effect, thi* mean* that the 
amount of the social security bene­ 
fit at death or at 65 would not be 
impaired by inability to work dur­ 
ing lengthy disability periods." 
Qualification for use of the "dis­ 
ability freeze” depends on these 
factors: 
1. The worker must be totally 
disabled by a medically determin- 
able illness, injury, or other physi­ 
cal or mental impairment which 
can be expected to be of long con­ 
tinued and indefinite duration. This 
condition must have existed for 
at least six months, and he must 
still be disabled at the time of fil­ 
ing his application for a determin­ 
ation of disablity, 
2. The worker must have been 


I employed or self employed for a 
substantial period of time in oc­ 
cupations covered by the social 
J security law before onset of his 
disability. 
A “ substantial period 
of time” means 5 years of cover­ 
age out of the IO years before the 
disability, of which time I 1-2 years 
of coverage must have been in the 
3 years prior to disability. 
“Any worker under 65 who be­ 
lieves he qualifies under these con­ 
ditions should get in touch w ith his 
nearest social security office to 
file an application for a determin­ 
ation of disability,” Mr. Hill ad­ 
vised. 
“ If he is found to qualify under 
the law*, his earnings record will 
; be “ frozen” by the Social Security 
Administration generally back to 
the date his disability began if his 
application is filed before July I, 
1957. By the same token, a retired 
worker 
or self-employed 
person 
who 
is getting social 
security 
checks now and who is still dis­ 
abled as the outgrowth of a con­ 
dition 
which began 
at least 
6 
months before age 65 should dis­ 
cuss his case with the social se­ 
curity office. 
A recalculation of 
his benefits may be possible be­ 
ginning with the payments due for 
the month of July 1955,” Mr Hill 
said.
